student at Berkeley. 


He has been helped during his service 
by successive patrons of wealth and 
unusual agricultural knowledge and 
Interest. 
The especial demari'1 made 


upon the sub-station was 
for 
more 
knowledge of all kinds of fruit cul- 
ture, particularly decided, bui 
since 


the settlement of the valley ;,nd vhe 
development of grreat 
systems 
have 


compelled resort to pumping r.ot only 
at the sub-stations generally through- 
out the district, the value of wrter has 
steadily increased, .and its economical 
use has here become one of the lead- 
ing agricultural problems. 


The climate of the Chino Valley has 


a well deserved fame 
in 
Southern 


California, but the 
average 
annual 


rainfall for thirteen years is only a lit- 
tle more, than 14 inches. The amount 
of water used to produce crops in the 
Chino Valley ore. as a rule, extremely 
srnall. 
Owing- to the high cost of wa- 


ter in that section the principle work 
of the experimenters has been to im- 
prove methods so as to reduce the 
waste as much as possible.

ingly the rainfall and

The climatic conditions were carefully 
observed and determination of the per- 
centage of water in the soil at differ- 
ent depth before the Irigation season 
began and after the last and heaviest 
Irrigations were made. 
These experiments have led to the 


gathering of most important statistics 
with regard to the economical use of 
the very limited water supply in
